In the beautiful banquet hall of the 
Hotel Stoddard, where over 150 del­ 
egates and La Crosse citizens were as­ 
sembled, the Fourth Annual conven­ 
tion of the Upper Mississippi River 
Improvement association went on re­ 
cord as the most successful and en­ 
joyable convention ever held in the 
history of the organization. 
The point which characterized the 
convention 
was that 
the 
delegates 
were united on one purpose and en­ 
thusiastic in its support. 
Scores of 
Speakers whose voices have echoed 
in the halls of congress and many 
others whose devotion to the old river 
have urged them to speak in its be­ 
half, hoping that through their efforts 
congress would appropriate the nec­ 
essary funds to construct and main­ 
tain in the Mississippi 
a navigable 
channel and to provide the 
proper 
safeguards necessary to encourage ri­ 
ver navigation. 
Since Tuesday this body has been 
determining the proper methods nec­ 
essary to approach congress in order 
to secure this appropriation. 
It is no easy task to crystalize the 
interest of many thousands of people 
so that they demand this appropria­ 
tion, but this body clearly demon­ 
strated that they wer equal to the task 
and if energy determination and en­ 
deavor amount to anything in this 
world, the Mississippi would have a 
six foot channel from Minneapolis to 
St. Louis.

promptly 9 o'clock the doors »>f the 
spacious banquet hall were 
thrown 
open and for two hours the guests sat 
feasting at the festal board.

“ What we hope to accomplish/’ 
“ An epoch that few members of 
this convention ever dreamed of, an 
epoch in the history of this associa­ 
tion has been made iii La Crosse. The

function of this two days' convention 
La Crosse has received us as guests

LO U ISV IL L E , \Vy., Oct. 12.—Dr. 
John Arvid Ouchterlony, after an ill­ 
ness of several weeks, died 
at

home in tIiis city of a complication of 
diseases, the principal of which was 
kidney trouble. 
Since last Thursday 
ins life had been in jeopardy. 
Dr. Ouchterlony was one 
of the 
best known medical men in the coun­ 
try, and was almost

known in Europe. 
He was an author 
of note, his works on angina pectoris 
being considered an authority. 
At 
various times Dr. Ouchterlony was a 
contributor to medical 
journals 
of 
wide reputation, and his papers have 
been read before medical societies all 
over the world. 
He was knighted by Pope Leo X III 
and by King Oscar of Sweden. 
He 
was born in Smaland, Sweden, June 
24, 1838, and came to this country 
when a young man. 
His early medi­ 
cal education was received 
at

University of the City of New York.

churches were burned.” was the state­ 
ment of W. M. Stryker, president of 
Hamilton college, during his sermon 
at First Congregational church here.
